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BHS starts vacation 
early due to rumors, 


Mayan calendar

Last Thursday evening the decision 
was made to close Belleville High School 
on Friday and beef up security because 
of numerous rumors circulating about 
potential threats of violence against 
students. 

The rumors came less than a week after 
the Dec. 14 Sandy Hook Elementary 
School shooting in Newtown, CT. 

There also were rumors about the Mayan 
calendar and the end of the world on 
Friday. 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel said 
in a memo to the media just after 9 p.m. 
Thursday that the rumors of violence have 
been investigated and determined to be 
false, with no credible threats made against 
any of the students. 

“Unfortunately, these rumors have created 
a major distraction in student learning, 
causing anxiety amongst the student body 
at Belleville High School,” Van Tassel 
wrote. 

“I have therefore decided to cancel classes 
for Belleville High School for tomorrow, 
Friday, Dec. 21, 2012. 

“Although I am always reluctant to 
cancel classes, I feel it is a most appropriate 
decision given the gravity of recent events 
and our current situation,” he said. 

“Because all related rumors are only high 
school based, Van Buren Public Schools 
will continue with classes tomorrow for 
all students, grades K-8. As an added 
precaution, we will have increased 
security in all of our buildings along with 
police presence throughout the day," he 
concluded. 

Security team members from the high 
school were distributed among the seven 
other schools in the district which were in 
session.

Former VBT Public Safety Director Elg finalist in 3 states

Christopher Elg, who served as Van 
Buren Township Public Safety Director 
from 2001 to 2003, made front page news 
in three states last week by being a finalist 
in three police chief Job openings. 

Elg has been police chief in West 
Monroe, LA since 2004 and has worked 
as a police chief or public safety director 
for the past 17 years. He has 28 years of 
law enforcement experience, beginning as 
a New York state trooper. 

On Dec. 18, Elg was offered the job 
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of police chief for 
Bismarck, N.D. 
and was given until 
midnight Dec. 19 to 
decide whether to take 
the job. He declined. 
Meanwhile that same 
week, he was named 
one of three finalists for 
Chris Elg the job of police chief 
of South Bend, IN and was already one of 
six top candidates for chief of Bellingham, 
WA. On Dec. 20, Bellingham chose a 
candidate from Vancouver, WA. 
According to James “Sonny” Bennett, 
mayor pro-tem of West Monroe, Elg had 
been asked by the city's mayor since 1978, 
Dave Norris, to step down as chief of police 
there effective Jan. 1. 
Bennett told the South Bend Tribune that 
the mayor didn't give him a reason for 


asking for the resignation. 

“T think he did a good job," Bennett said. 
“T think the major problem we have — we 
have a real small city — is expenses. The 
(police) budget's getting too large."

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Sumpter Planners set public hearing on new zoning ordinance

A public hearing on the updated Sumpter 
Township zoning ordinance will be held at 
7 p.m. Thursday, Jan. 10, at the Sumpter 
Community Center. 

At its regular meeting on Dec. 13, the 
planning commission voted to hold the 
public hearing on the ordinance it has been 
working on updating for more than a year. 

Planning consultant Laura Kreps of 
Carlisle Wortman said all the changes 
suggested by the planners have been 
incorporated in the ordinance, as well as 
everything to comply with new state laws. 

Commissioner Matthew Oddy said he 
knows many people will be interested in 
discussing the new version of the township 
zoning ordinance and so he suggested 
holding the hearing in a larger room than 
the township hall meeting room. 

The public hearing will be held in the 
gymnasium at the community center across 
Sumpter Road from the township hall. 

The regular planning commission meeting 
will be held at 6:30 p.m. Feb. 14 at the 
community center, immediately preceding 
the public hearing. 

Copies of the proposed zoning ordinance 
will be available for study at the township 
hall, the Belleville Area District Library, 


and, Kreps said, the digital version could 
be put on the Sumpter website. 

In other business at the Dec. 13 meeting, 
the commission: 

* Welcomed new commissioner Sharon 
Claxton, who was appointed by the 
supervisor and approved by the township 
board to replace Don 
EE Swinson who was 
4 elected to the township 
board; 

* Approved a site plan 
from A2Macl at 8393 
Rawsonville Road 
that includes putting 
up a fence, gate, and 
dumpster enclosure. The height of the 
requested 8’ aluminum fence in the front 
of the property is contingent on the Board 
of Zoning Appeals giving a variance, since 
the ordinance sets a 6' maximum height; 

* Discussed at length the properties owned 
by John Chapman at 25891 Sumpter Road 
and 6000 Oakville Waltz Road that he 
wishes to get ready for commercial uses. 
They advised him to fill out the forms and 
pay the fee to combine two parcels on 
Sumpter. A public hearing for rezoning at 
25891 Sumpter Road was set for 6:35 p.m., 
Feb. 14, at the township hall. The Oakville 
Waltz properties will be handled at a later

time. Chapman said he can apply for a bank 
loan on the Sumpter Road property if it is 
approved so he can start building his repair 
shop. He also would like a car lot; 

* Heard Oddy thank Deputy Clerk 
Esther Hurst for preparing new forms for 
the planning commission members, so 
they can get information about individual 
properties concerning permits and other 
details. He asked questions about the 
Sheena Barnes trailer at the corner of 
Oakville Waltz and Sumpter roads that has 
blue tarps over furniture and other items. 
“It looks bad for people coming into the 
township,” Oddy said, adding he will be 
the first commissioner to fill out one of 
the new forms seeking information on that 
situation; and 

* Heard Commissioner Claxton say that 
Pioneer Apartments has been an eyesore 
for decades and it is still an eyesore. She 
said at one point she and others gathered 
700 signatures on a petition asking that it 
be torn down, “but the person who owned 
it circumvented it.” A Detroit woman 
purchased the property to use for housing 
veterans, but could not open because there 
was not enough room on the property for 
a proper-sized septic field to service the 
facility. 


VBT planners give final site plan OK to remodel, reopen gas station

The long-closed, deteriorating Marathon 
gas station at the northeast corner of 
Belleville Road and the North I-94 Service 
Drive is in the process of being remodeled 
and reopened. 

At the Nov. 14 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission the 
commissioners voted unanimously to give 
applicant Jay Hammoud preliminary site 
plan approval to remodel and operate the 
gas station at 10445 Belleville Road. 

At the planning commission's Dec. 12 
meeting, Hammoud was given final site 
plan approval. 

He plans to change the automotive repair 
space of the building into a convenience 
store and retain the outdoor pumps and 
canopy in their current locations. 

There were some problems in trying to 
modernize the site, but Hammoud worked 
with the township to provide landscaping 
and committing to a brick veneer on 
the building to match the Downtown 
Development Authority standards. 

The Marathon Corporation has a deed 
restriction on the property that it must be 
used as a Marathon gas station and cannot 
be used for anything else, said Terry Carroll, 
Director of VBT Planning & Economic 


Development. 

As one of the six stipulations to the 
commission's approval, the applicant 
must provide evidence of all required 
State permits and approvals for the 
storage, disposal, and transfer of gasoline, 
including the size, construction, overflow 
protection, and proposed use of the existing 
underground storage tanks. 

Carroll said the township will not issue 
a certificate of occupancy until it gets state 
documentation on the tanks. 

Hammoud said they plan to keep the three 
10,000-gallon tanks on the site and remove 
a 500-gallon tank in the rear. 

Hammoud provided cross-access 
easement documents for the border with 
CVS, so in the future the township can get 
CVS to approve like documents. 

Carroll said then motorists could enter 
the gas station site from CVS instead of 
having to go out into road traffic first. 

Planning consultant Sally Hodges of 
McKenna Associates explained why the 
applicant is not being required to install a 
monument sign, although it is required by 
the VBT zoning ordinance. 

Because ofthe limited space on the site and 
that the Corner Clear Vision requirements 
of the ordinance prohibit placing structures 
that will potentially block view within 


25 feet of the intersection, there are few 
practical locations for a monument sign, 
she said. 

The commission may permit the pole 
sign to be reused, but the sign cannot be 
expanded or altered. 

John Delaney asked what size American 
flag will be allowed on the site's flagpole, 
which he said was one of the largest 
flagpoles in the township. 

Hodges said they will hold the owner to 
the same standard as Belle Tire for a flag 
no larger than 18'x12'. When Belle Tire 
was approved in April it had to reduce its 
proposed flag size by two-thirds to meet 
the township request. 

Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson said it will be wonderful to have 
that gas station site cleaned up and in use. 
She told the representatives at the meeting 
that she appreciates all their efforts. 

In other business at the Nov. 14 meeting, 
the commission: 

* Held a public hearing on McDonald's 
request for special use approval to add 
a second drive-through lane for the 
restaurant at 2103 Rawsonville Road. The 
building had been updated in 1997, so no 
more work is being done. Reconfiguring of 
parking spaces will be required, with two

* Approved Belle Tire's request for a site 
plan amendment which was made necessary 
by Wayne County's requirement of a 100- 
year-storm-event retention pond in place 
of the 10-year pond at the construction 
site at 10595 Belleville Road. Wade Trim 
Engineer Dave Nummer said the project 
was approved by the township with a 10- 
year pond, because county rules say for 
sites under 5 acres that is sufficient. The 
Belle Tire site is 1.725 acre, so the 10-year 
pond was planned — but the county wanted 
the 100-year pond. (Nummer said a 100- 
year storm for this area is defined as 3.9 
inches of rain within 24 hours.) No water 
will be channeled to the county drains, so 
there would be no flooding of Belleville 
Road. If the pond overflowed and there 
was flooding of the residences behind on 
Dewitt Street, the county said its concern 
is water on the roadway, Nummer reported. 
The larger pond extends 14 feet further to 
the west and is two feet deeper. It requires 
a one-way traffic sign in the rear of the 
business because of the new lack of space.
